Cement Posts.

The first part of the fence to be put
up Is the posts, 'TI'be time for putting
up cheap posts that will rot out and
need renewnl in three or four years is
past.  ‘There are two ways of secur-
ing lasting posts—making them of ce
went and treating wosden posts with
ereusote,  Cement posts are not bard
1o mitke, he first step I8 to make a
wouden mold of the proper size. About
slx inebes square at the bottom, taper-
Ing to tour at the top, is n very oo
gize.  Phree cornered sirips should be
placed fu the bottom of the molds to
wake the corners of the posts ronnded
A nuniber of wolds can be bulle side
by side, 8o that several posts can be
tl;lllln' at onee.  Fhe best mistore for
et posts isone part portland ce
woent, two and one-half pares clean,
gliarp snnd and tfyve pares gravel, The
sand nnd cetent shomd he mised dry.
Then add water and milx to a thivk
mortar.  After this Is  well mixed
spread it out in a thin layer and spread
the pequived amount of gravel over it
Mix the whole mass well by shoveling
over seversl times.

The fnside of the molds should be
greased  with soft soap to keop the
eement from stieking.  Spread about

one and one-half inches of concrete
over the bottim and tamp it well
Near edeh corner lay oo steel wire

lengihwise of the post, These re-en-
forcing wires should be falrly heavy,
put will not need o be galvanized, as
the conefete will keep thein from rust
fng, They should be loopsd st the
end to prevent slipping. Now  add
conerete up to within an Inch of the
top of the mwold, tamp again and put
in two more reenforcing wires. 11l
the mold o the top. tamp and round
off the uppwr corners Long staples
with the polnts hent a Hitle to keep
them trom pulling out shonld he stnek
Into the cement at the places where
the wires nre to be fastenmd,  After
the posts are the wires can be
fustened (o these staples by o small
plece of soft wire wisted through
them.

After the cement has partinlly set
it should be covered with sand to
keep it from drying out too rapidly
N'be posts shonld be sprionkied at least
onee nday for n week, when they may
be taken from the molds amd stored
away In moist sand to cure. It tnkes

st

|klxt_\' days for a cement post to cure

properly, and it should not be set be-
fore that time. In the meantime the
sand should be kept moist by ocen-
sional sprinklings. The cost of ma-
terial for ecement posts the size men-
tioned nnd seven feet long Is not
more than 25 cents a post, not count-
Ing the Iabor. When once In place
they will Inst practically forever.

The method of treating wooden fence-
posts with creosote Is very simple und
lnexpensive. Any kind of post s suit-
able for use with this treatnment—in:
dewd, the poorest soft wood posts lust
the longest after belng properly treat.

abhont six hours, Usunlly only the part
of the post thot Is to go hute the grouml
I8 treated,

Alter remmnlning In the hot creosote
for six hours the posts are tmken ol
and immedintely  plaeed In the
cereosote, Phe sodden  reduction of
tewperature causes the steam In the
pores of the post to contract, making
a partin! vacoum, and the alr pressuare
drives the creosote into all parts of
the post. This treatment costs only
about 10 cents o post.  The treatsd
posts will jast twenty years or longer,
or about five times as long #s untreat
ed ones,

In putting up a permnnent woven
wire fence great core must be mmken
to see that the corner posts are well
braced.  Fig. 1 shows a very effec
Ive way of making a solld eorner. The
roruer post ghould be considerably Inr
trer than the others. A hole 2 by 4
thould be dug to get It in. Bolt a
piece of plank about three feet long
to the bottom of the post and a shorter
piece at right angles To the firat, @0
In dirt up to the top of these and tump
it solid. Then roll In a number of
large stones and A1l the rest of the
hole with dirt, tamping It well all the
way up. Such a post, if properly
braced, will not give much under any
strain that may be put upon It A
way that |s still better, though a little
more expensive, is to set the corner
post In cement,

The fepeing selected  should  be
strongly woven and made of good sized
wire.  Flimsy fencing costs o littls
less at first, but does not Just welt
enough to warrant putting it up.  Be
sure that the cross wires are fastensd
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firmly to the longhtudinal strands, so
that they cannot be spread out of
place. HBoth the woven and the barbed

wire should e well galvanized,  Wire
that Is galvanized after weaving, as
